SPRINGFIELD,' (AP)—The Illi- 


nois senate today unanimously ap- 
l^Vvcd a bill permitting all down- 
stata cities and villages to hold a 
referendum on adopting the city 
manager form of government'. 


The only remaining step for the 


bill to clear the legislature is house 
concurrence in a senate amend- 
ment. The amendment provides 
that the first petition submitted 
requesting a referendum shall be 
the one to be placed on the ballot. 


Council Would Appoint 


, j7nder the present law, only 
cities of loss than 5,000 population 
may ballot on the city manager 
form. 


The bill provides that a city 


council would appoint the city 
manager.'who would have the ad- 
ministrative powers for running 
the city. 


The mayor or village president 


would preside at council meetings, 
attend ceremonial affairs and be 
t^- official head of the municipal- 
iiy for civil and legal purposes. 


The city manager would enforce 


laws and ordinances, appoint and 
remove all directors of depart- 
ments and atlcnd council meetings 
but with no right to vote. 


The legislative provide that the 


city council or village board would 
continue to be the legislative body, 
adopting ordinances and 
fixing 


duties and salaries of appointive

Raps Truman 
'Silencing9 of 
Key Witnesses 
Deposed General 
Will Not Take 
Stand in Defense 


WASHINGTON— (AP) — 


Gen. Douglas MacArthur de- 
clared today that President 
Truman's orders 
"silencing 


pertinent witnesses" have de- 
nied a senate inquiry the 
"full facts" on his dismissal. 
But MacArthur said he does 
not care to testify again him- 
self. 


MacArthur rapped at the 


president in rejecting by let- 
ter an invitation to appear 
again before the senate arm- 
ed services and foreign rela- 
tions committees investigat- 
ing his ouster. 


He contended, too, that some of 


the documentary evidence submit- 
ted to the senators had been lifted 
out of context so that it was "mis- 
leading," and said there was "lack 
of accuracy" in paraphrasing. 


Not In Public Interest 


In a letter to Chairman Russell 


(D-Ga) of the joint inquiry being 
conducted by the senate Armed 
Services and Foreign Relations 
committee, MacArthur wrote that 
he appreciated the invitation to 
return but added: 


"I do not believe it is in the 


public interest for me to do so." 


The senators had invited him 


to return, if he wished, because 
he had been the initial witness for 
three days when the hearings be- 
gan May 3. 
' 


Many witnesses since have dis- 


puted or contradicted parts oL,his 
testimony and recommendations. 


Although rejecting the bid to 


testify again, MacArthur's letter 
made it clear that he questioned 
much of the testimony that dif- 
fered with him. 


MacArthur's reference obvi- 


ously was to Truman's stand that 
Gen. Omar Bradley, chairman of 
the joint chiefs of staff, and Sec- 
retary of State Acheson should 
not testify about what was said 
by individuals at White House 
conferences on dismissing Mac- 
Arthur. 


Patrick Hurley, a Republican, 


was the eleventh witness at the 
inquiry. 


. His Appeasement 


He is a former Secretary of War 


who served as Ambassador to 
China from November 30, 1944, 
to November 27, 1945. 


Hurley hit out at the State De- 


partment and what he called "the 
injustices" done to him by Secre- 
tary of State Acheson.

Circus Sets 
Up in Dixon 


The circus came to town today 
Moving in 65 semi-trailers the 


Al G. Kelly-Miller show, reported 
to be the second largest in Ameri- 
ca, moved onto the country club 
grounds early this morning. 


Soon sledge hammers were ring- 


ing as stakes were driven to erect 
the six large tents which cover 
over seven acres. The 
animal 


trucks were unloaded. Included 
among the attractions arc 36 cages 
of wild animals, six herds of ele- 
phants, 16 camels, 11 zebra and 107 
head* of horses. 


The cost of operating this circus 


for a single day is estimated at 
$2,300. The Kelly-Miller show em- 
ploys 450 people. More than 2,000 
meals are served daily to employes 
in a giant traveling tent-hotel. The 
average daily expenses of oper- 
ating the commissary is $860. 


Two performances will be given 


in Dixon, the first at 2 p.m. and 
the second at 8 p.m. Late tonight 
the elephants will strain against 
the deep-driven tent stakes, the 
generators will cease running and 
the midway lights will die. 


Tomorrow morning nothing will 


be left but holes in the ground, 
sawdust, innumerable paper cups 
and the tire marks of the big 
trucks. But in the minds of Dixon 
youngsters probably the thrill of 
Lhe caliopec music, the sight of the 
animals, the joy of the midway 
rides, will abide untarnished until 
the circus comes to town again. 


Defeat of Anti-Gambling Bill 
Draws Criticism From Governor 


SPRINGFIELD—(AP)~The Illinois senate's defeat of bills to 


strike at gambling in taverns has drawn sharp criticism from Gov. 
Stevenson. 


The. bills died yesterday along with one to create a "Little Kcfau- 


ver" committee for an investigation of syndicated crime in Illinois. 


Stevenson said in a statement 


that "people who want honest 
vigorous law enforcement will be 
shocked by the senate's action" 
in defeating the liquor bills. 


Powerful Weapon 


"These bills would have given us 


some real power to enforce the 
gambling and the liquor laws. 
They would have been a powerful 


enforcement weapon." 


U n d e r the Stevenson-backed 


legislation, the ,state liquor con- 
trol commission would have been 
authorized to revoke or deny tav- 
ern licenses to persons convicted 
of anti-gambling law violations. 


The key bill received 20 votes, 


six shy of the number required 
for passage. 


The stale supreme court ruled 


recently that the state commis- 


sion must issue a license to any 
liquor retailer granted a permit 
by local authorities.

A Northwestern university political science professor told area 


Rotarians last night that the best way to start World War III is 
to pursue a policy of appeasement with the Communists in Asia. 


Although he did not directly enter into the MacArthur-U. S. State 


Department controversy, he branded as "very stupid" our State De- 
partment's policies in the Far East. 


The speaker was Dr. William 


McGovcrn, who addressed more 
than 250 Rotarians and Rotary 
Anncs from 10 organizations in 
this area. 


The occasion was the Sterling 


club's "Rotary Anne Night" held 
at Jul's Danish Farm, west of 
Rock Falls. Twenty Dixonitcs were 
present. 


Prof. McGovern made it clear 


that, in his opinion, the United 
Slates belonged on the side of the 
Chinese Nationalists (Chiang Kai- 
Shek) against what he termed 
Russian imperialism. ' 


misjudged Aims 


The fanatical, and yoUng, Na- 


tionalist movement in China should 
be encouraged 
as a means of 


thwarting the Kremlin objectives, 
that of Asiatic, and, eventually, 
world domination, the Northwest- 
ern professor said. 


Our state department has been 


stupid in that it has misjudged 
the Chinese Communist aims, Mc- 
Govcrn inferred. The ideological 
warfare now going on in China 
and the Far East, is not an "agrar- 
ian movement," as it has been 
termed by our state department, 
but is simply a step by the Krem- 
lin toward world power. 


Instead of encouraging the Na- 


tionalist (China for the Chinese) 
movement, said McGovern, the 
United States has entered the 
Korean fighting, therein creating a 
'white man's" war against the 
yellow race. The Chinese .Nation- 
alists have been ignored. 


Head Their Books 


The 
Northwestern 
professor, 


who served as adviser to the stale 
and 
war 
departments 
during 


World War II, and who spent his 
young manhood in China, said the 
aims of Stalin and Mao Tse-Tung, 
the Chinese leader, arc clearly set 
forth in their published works. 


The stae department, or any- 


one else, had but to look at their 
published volumes to determine 
the pattern of Russian imperial- 
ism. Just as Hitler did in "Mcin 
Kampf," the Red leaders have 
firmly established their path of 
world conquest. 


Lists Objectives 


In Asia, Prof. McGovcrn stated, 


Mao Tse-Tung has clearly set 
forth that he hopes to acquire the 
entire Southeast Asia, Formosa 
and eventually the Philippines. 
Mao's objectives: 


]—Conquer nil of Korea, the, 


immediate goal but the least Im- 


portant. That would neutralize 
Japan. 


2—Conquest of Formosa for 


its industrial strength. 


3—Launching of a canipuign 


aguln*t Southeast Asia, Borneo, 
Thailand, Sumatra, Indo-Chlnu. 
etc., to acquire oil, steel and gus 
potent iuls. 


4—The capture of the Philip- 


pines, deemed hy Mao as the 
most important. 
With the Far East in the control 


of the Chinese Reds and the Rus- 
bians dominating the Far West, 
the squeeze would be on the United 
States, Prof. McGovern said. 


No. 1 Goal 


"It is my opinion," said Mc- 


Govern, "that America is their 
key, their No. 1 goal. Crush the 
United States and the rest of the 
world will fall automatically." 


Terming himself as a "profes- 


sional guesser" during World War 
II, Prof. McGovern said he had 
acquired a reputation for fore- 
sight in determining Communist 
aims.

SPRINGFIELD—(AP)—Voters 


will decide next year whether to 
rescind the Illinois constitutional 
restriction against reelection of 
sheriffs and county treasurers. 


This was assured 
yesterday 


when the house okayed a senate- 
approved amendment to the 1870 
basic charter—the first to clear 
the present legislative session. The 
vote was 106 to 6. 


The recommended change also 


would allow the legislature to fix 
salaries of county officers. 


Two Other Amendment* 


Two other amendment proposals 


apparently headed for the Novem- 
ber, 1952 general election ballot 
deal with banking and property 
taxation. Both have been endorsed 
by the house and are up to the 
senate. 


The House by a 135 to 1 vote 


yesterday approved a suggested 
change for removing double lia- 
bility from state bank sharehold- 
ers. 


The constitution now requires a 


shareholder, when a state bank 
goes broke, to surrender not only 
his stock but cash or assets in 
an equal amount if needed to meet 
creditors' claims. 


Two weeks ago, the house favor- 


ed an amendment allowing classi- 
fication of property for taxation

every two years, and for legis- 
ative rcapportionment. 


The rcapportionment p l a n , 


vhich would provide eight more 
assembly seats for Chicago and 
Cook county, is similar to one 
already turned down by the house. 


The assembly may submit to 


voters at one time amendments 
to only three articles of thi con- 
stitution, which means that not 
all those which have skipped 
preliminary legislative hurdles can 
win final approval.

We have been watching a good 


Canasta player In earlier articles 
this week, and now we're going to 
climb inside his brain to read his 
thoughts. He knows more than 
most players realize.

deuce after his partner haa dis- 
carded two eights. 


Does the melder have a pair of 


queens, jacks, tens, or nines? Very 
unlikely. He would have melded 
any such pair with his deuce in- 
stead of the eights. He would try 
for a possible match instead of 
melding an obvious mismatch. 


With all these pairs ruled out, 


what sort of good play for out can 
the melder have? He certainly 
cannot hold four unmatched mis- 
cellaneous cards, for that would 
not look like a good play for out 
to any experienced player.

North Koreans 
Abandon Valley 
In Buildup Area 


TOKYO — (AP) — Ten Red 


planes were shot down or damaged 
today in the Korean war's first 
double-deck dog-fight. 


Both jet and propeller driven 


planes—98 of them—took part in 
the fourth consecutive day of air 
war over northwest Korea. 


On the ground North Koreans 


suddenly abandoned Punchbowl 
valley, which they had fought for 
so viciously. United Nations guns 
now dominate the former Red 
buildup area on the eastern front 


Sharp battles flared Wednesday 


on both sides of the valley—one 
near Kansong on the east coast 
and the other in mountains north 
of Yanggu. 


The double air battle broke out 


Simultaneously between low fly- 
ing propeller planes and jets swirl- 
ing above at 13,000 feet. 


When it was over the Reds had 


lost three planes destroyed, one 
probably destroyed and six dam- 
aged. - 


Twenty-four U. N. Mustang 


fighters overpowered a flight of 
six Russian-built propeller planes. 
All the Reds were hit. A Yak 
fighter and two Stormovik attack- 
bombers were shot down. Another 
Stormovik was probably destroy- 
ed and two were damaged. 


Thirty-two American Sabre jets 


battled 36 Russian-type MIG-15 
jets in the top level of the battle. 
The jet fight began at 13,000 feet 
and swept down to 6,000. 


Four red-nosed MIGs were dam- 


aged. All the MIGs then streaked 
back across the Manchurian bor- 
der, 15 miles from where the ac- 
tion started. The Fifth air force

Promise Quick 
OkayforUMT 
Commission 


WASHINGTON — (AP) —Sen- 


tor Russell (D-Ga) today promised 
speedy senate approval for Presi- 
dent Truman's five nominees for 
the National Security Training 
Commission. 


This is the first of a number 


of steps that must be taken before 
a long-term program of Universal 
Military Training (UMT) for most 
young men of the nation can start. 


The president announced his 


five nominees yesterday at the 
time he signed into law an ex- 
tension and expansion of the draft 
act linked with a foundation for 
the UMT program. 


Russell, chairman of the senate 


armed services committee and an 
ardent advocate of UMT, told a 
reporter he hopes to have congres- 
sional action on the UMT ma- 
chinery completed at this session. 


That may be about six months 


away although no one can safely 
guess now when actual mass 
training of 18 year olds may start. 


The senate armed services com- 


mittee and then the senate will 
consider these five nominees to the 
special commission: 


Former Rep. James W. Wad- 


worth (R-NY), a veteran of both 
the senate and the house who has 
been a longtime advocate of a 
strong national defense; Will L. 
Clayton, former undersecretary of 
state and a cotton broker; Karl 
T. Compton, former president of 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology and in 1947 chairman of a 
presidential commission that rec- 
ommended UMT as an "urgent 
necessity"; Admiral Thomas C. 
Kincaid; and Lt. Gen. Raymond 
S. McClain. 


The commission must spell out 


details for the vast UMT program, 
such as policies of training and 
discipline, a code of conduct, bene- 
fits for dependents and similar 
program.

He told a news conference yes- 
terday he is "very optimistic" that 
the two cents a gallon increase 
will get a final okay from the 
house, where the senate-approved 
bill is awaiting a committee hear- 
ing. 


Stevenson also said he expects

His original proposal, as en- 
dorsed by the senate, called for 
$28,000,000 a year extra in truck 
fees but the house trimmed it. 


Was "Disappointed" 


He said he was "disappointed" 


that the house adopted the fee- 
slashing amendment, which he es- 
timated would lower the truck in- 
crease to about $19,000,000. 


If the house approves the truck 


fee bill, it would have to go back 
to the senate for concurrence in 
the amendment. 


Stevenson said he doesn't know 


whether the senate will agree with 
the house figure. If a stalemate 
developed, a house-senate joint 
conference committee would have 
to try a settlement. 


Higher truck licenses and $40,- 


000,000 more a year from the gas 
tax boost are Stevenson's top leg- 
islative goals to raise additional 
money for rebuilding roads. 


Opposes Defense Cut 


The governor 
expressed dis- 


pleasure over the legislature's re- 
duction of his proposed appropria- 
tion for state civil defense plan- 
ning from $500,000 to $200,000. 


The cut was made by the senate 


and upheld by the house appropria- 
tions committee. Final action is 
up to the entire house. 


Stevenson said there was a tend- 


ency to "deprecate civil defense 
planning." 
He said no one ex- 


pects Chicago or other prime tar- 
gets to be bombed but that it would 
be a "serious public misfortune" 
if it should happen and the state 
was not prepared. 


The governor handed out a 


statement urging that the legisla- 
ture enact bills granting financial 
aid to Chicago. 


He saiid the "highest priority" 


should be given pending bills al- 
lowing Chicago to boost its prop- 
erty tax and increase its municipal 
tax on automobiles. 


"Acute" Problem 


Another measure to help Chi- 


cago by having the state bear costs 
of caring for the medically indi- 
gent in Cook county hospital has 
gone through the legislature. 


The governor said enactment of 


the program would afford Chicago 
"the assurance that police, fire 
and health protection will not be 
endangered." 


The "acute and growing prob- 


lem" of municipal financing, he 
added, should be studied by a leg- 
islative commission. A bill to do 
this is pending in the general as- 
sembly.

and Nationalism. He called them 
both "fighting, fierce and as a 
fanatical religion" with the Asia- 
tic masses. 


Not Ready 


He said that the Communists, in 


his opinion, were not ready for 
World War III, but are most likely 
to continue efforts for a bloodless 
conquest of Asia which at the 
moment is more susceptible to Red 
propaganda. 


Nationalism down through the 


ages has adopted a singular pat- 
tern, he stated. Almost invariably 
it has begun among the intellec- 
tuals, developing into a political 
dogma, and eventually becoming 
violently imperialistic.

Russia, U. S: Both Blundered in 
Korea, Says Retired Admiral 


ST. LOUIS—(AP)—Korea was 


a blunder by both Russia and the 
United 
States, 
Rear 
Admiral 


Ellis M. Zacharias (retired) de- 
clared today. 


The former head of naval in- 


telligence told delegates to Ki- 
wani.s International's 36th annual 
convention In a prepared speech 
that Korea was not on the Rus- 
sian timetable. 


"It was not supposed to have 


occurred, and it would not have 
occurred, except that we led them 
to believe that we would have 
done nothing about it," Zacharias 
said. "For that reason Korea was 
a blunder on their part." 


Speaking about the U.S., he 


said: 


"I say that Korea was a blunder 


—another Pearl Harbor—because 
we could have prevented it by 
having the things done that were 
necessary in that area. I think it 
is very important to find out who 
was responsible for Korea and the 
elements involved because those 
people who made mistakes then 
are going to make bigger and 


other mistakes in the future.' 


He called for a congressional 


investigation into what he said 
was the great weakness of 
America's intelligence gathering 
facilities. 


"Many mistakes we made in the 


past have been due to faulty in- 
telligence," he said. 


Zacharias 
said 
Europe 
was 


Russia's No. 1 target and should 
get first attention from the U.S. 
He declared the U.S. should for- 
get about the Far East. 


He called for pulling troops out 


of Korea to prevent the present 
Soviet purpose "which was to get 
us bogged down out there."
